conference Sunday.

The partial closing plan was de- 


cided upon at a conference late 
Thursday afternoon between Dr. C. 
4 Harper, stato health officer; Dr. 


H. E, Purcell, city health 
officer; 


Dean E. A. Birge, acting president; 
the deans-of various colleges, and the 
university medical officers. 


The reasons for partial-closing 


rather than complete closing, were 
announced by those at the confer- 
ence as follows: 


Firt, the epidemic among tho stud- 


ents seems to have passed its cli- 
max and to be decreasing. Although 
there have been a large number of 
cases, the course of the disease in 
mow cases has been mild. 
It seems 


likely that most of these among the 
students who are highly susceptible 
have already been infected. 
It has 


been deemed wise, however, to give 
up the large courss in order to-pre- 
vent such possible further spread-as 
might take place when individuals 
are crowded together.

Second, it is believed that if stud- 


ents continue at work under the con- 
ditions outlined, the situation will 
not only be better for the heulth of 
the students themselves, but will also 
lessen the danger of spreading teh 
epidemic, as might be the case if the 
university were closed completely 
and 2,000 students, side and well 
alike, were dispersed over the city 
and state.
